Subject. —Supply of copper by MMTC against release orders issued for ihe period 
1975-76 or earlier periods. 

No. 42-ITCfPN)/76. —Attention is invited to the provisions contained in para 90 of 
Section 1 of the Import Trade Control, Policy Red Book (Volume I) for the period 1976-77, 
in terms of which all industries other than those engaged in the manufacture of winding 
wires are to approach M/s, Hindustan Copper Limited for their requirements of copper 
for the period 1976-77. 

2, On a review of the position, it has been decided that in the case of release orders 
for copper issued for the period 1975-76 or earlier, such release orders issued for the 
end-products other than winding wires and remaining unutilised/unserviccd shall be 
deemed to have been transferred to M/s. Hindustan Copper Limited. In the case of 
release ordepa having more than one item including copper, the transfer would apply only 
to that portion of the release order pertaining to copper. 
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3. It is also clarified that in- the case of release orders for copper which are transferred 
to M/s. Hindustan Copper Limited, in terms of the provisions of this public notice, any 
unit requiring copper for the manufacture of winding wires for captive use, the actual 
users concerned should make afresh application to M.M.T.C. in accordance with the 
import policy for the period April, 1976—March, 1977.

St-BJECr .—Allotment of zinc to actual users by MMTC — Import Policy for the licensing 
period April, 1976— March, \911. 

No. 43-ITC(PN)/76.—Attention is invited to para 90(i)(2) of Section I of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Red Book (Volume I) for the period April, 1976—March 1977, as 
amended vide Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 39-ITC(PN)/76, dated the 20th 
May, 1976, in terms f which all actual users other than manufacturers of dry battery 
and the users of special high grade .rinc are to appioach M.M.T.C, for allotment of zinc 
upto 50 per cent of the value of release orders issued for the period April, 1975—March, 
1976 or April, 1974—March, 1975. These instructions continue to be operative. 

2. On a further review of the position, if is noticed that the supply of zinc by Ihe in¬ 
digenous manufacturers has not been adequare. In order to meet this temporary short tetm 
situation, it has been decided that such actual users, who did not obtain any rcleisc order 
fiom the licensing authorities for zinc either for the licensing period 1974-75 or for 1975-76. 
and had obtained supplies of zinc from tho indigenous manufacturers during the aforesaid 
licensing periods, should submit applications for zinc direct to the M.M.T C. in the Des¬ 
cribed form, as given in Appendix 72 of the current Import Trade Control Policy Book 
(Red Book—Volume T). While applying for allotment of zinc in terms of this Public 
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Notice, the actual users should dearly indicate the actual quantity of zinc purchased and 
received by them from the indigenous producers during the year 1974-75 or 1975-76, aa 
the case may be, along with necessary verifiable documentary evidence about the actual 
delivery of zinc to them in the relevant year from the indigenous sources. As indicated 
earlier, M.M.T.C. will entertain such applications and will make small allocations to meet 
the immediate requirements of the actual users to tide over this temporary problem. It is 
expected that thereafter the actual users will obtain their future requirements from the 
indigenous producers directly as povided in the original policy. 

3. Applications for supply of zinc, in terms of para 2 above, should be made to the 
M.M.T.C.. on or before 15th July, 1976. 

4. The import policy for zinc for the period April, 1976—March, 1977 may be deemed 
to have been amended to the extent indicated above.
